Canadian TV host and 
journalist Valerie Pringle is 
not quite a nyanya, but that 
next stage of her life is not 
far off. 

She didn’t hesitate when 
asked to speak at An Evening 
of Good Things, a fundrais¬ 
ing event hosted by a group 
of local grannies to help 
their African counterparts 
raising grandchildren 
orphaned by AIDS. 

The grandmothers 
behind the event are mem¬ 
bers of Nyanyas of Niagara, 
a group of "grandmothers 
and grand-others” who are 
part of a country-wide cam¬ 
paign raising funds to sup¬ 
port the Stephen Lewis 
Foundation, which supports 
African grandmothers 
struggling to raise more 
than 13 million children 
orphaned by AIDS. 

Since the 2006 launch of 
the campaign, more than 
240 groups of Canadian 
grandmothers have orga¬ 
nized and more than $10 
million has been raised to 
fund community organiza¬ 


tions in 15 African coun¬ 
tries, providing grandmoth¬ 
ers with much-needed sup¬ 
port, such as food, housing 
grants, school fees for their 
grandchildren and grief 
counselling. 

Pringle is eagerly antici¬ 
pating the birth of a grand¬ 
daughter in March, when 
she officially becomes a 
nyanya, but this event also 
appealed to her because of 
her long association with 
and support for AIDS- 

She is a spokesperson for 
the Canadian Foundation 
for AIDS Research, an orga¬ 
nization chaired by her hus¬ 
band Andrew. Stephen 
Lewis sits on the board of 
CANFAR, and asked Valerie 
to sit on the board of the 
Stephen Lewis Foundation. 

“I'm happy to be 
involved. This is something 
I’m honoured and thrilled 
to do," she says. 

"The cause and the orga¬ 
nization are really impor- 

Pringle has been to 
Africa. She has climbed to 
the top of Mt. Kilimanjaro to 
film a documentary about a 
group of women who were 
doing the climb as a fund¬ 
raiser for UMATU, a support 
group for people living with 
AIDS and HIV in Tanzania— 
she helped organize the 
expedition. 

“We raised money to buy 
the land and to build a 
resource centre for these 
women. This is one of the 


things I'm most proud of," 
she says. 

UMATU was not a 
Stephen Lewis project origi¬ 
nally, but is now under the 
auspices of the foundation, 
and is one of the success 
stories he can point to. 

As a mother, it’s impos¬ 
sible to imagine what it 
must be like for African 
grandmothers who are 
watching their children and 
grandchildren suffering 
from AIDS with nothing 
they can do, nowhere to 
turn for help, Pringle says. 
"I have huge empathy for 

While our gaze has been 
diverted by other issues 
amd other problems, she 
added, "this hasn’t gone 
away. It's important to 
remind people thattheneed 
is still there.” 

Retired from broadcast¬ 
ing, Pringle is often sought 
out as a speaker by not-for- 
profit organizations, so she 
can choose those which 
mean the most to her. 

She is the co-chair of the 
Trans Canada Trail, and so 
was happy to lend her name 
to the Laura Secord walk— 
the legacy trail has become 
part of the Trans Canada— 
and other 1812 events. 

And although she isn’t in 
town full-time and is still 
much in demand as a speak¬ 
er in Toronto, she is happy 
to help out when she can. 

When the Pringles 
bought an historic home in 
NOTL to renovate, “it was 


totally my husband’s proj¬ 
ect. He wanted the house,” 
says Pringle. "I was really 
hesitant. But now I spend as 
much time here as I can. It’s 
so beautiful, so peaceful, 
and so much fun. I adore it 
here,” she says.

The proposed capital 
budget will be presented 
to council Nov. 11 and the 
proposed operating bud¬ 
get Dec. 9, for final approv¬ 
al Dec. 16.

Dock Area improvements not so bad 


At the risk of angering a group of resi¬ 
dents who are fortunate to live on or near 
the waterfront, it has to be said that the 
improvements to the Dock Area that are 
now underway are likely the least invasive 
we could have expected. 

Granted, during decades of consultants’ 
studies and public meetings, residents 
have said over and over that they don't 
want the path along the waterfront paved. 

There is a fear that it will become anoth¬ 
er tourist attraction, that the quiet, beauti¬ 
ful little neighbourhood that sees an occa¬ 
sional visitor to town will be over¬ 
whelmed. 

We hope that doesn't happen. It is a 
tranquil area where locals enjoy their 
walks, and it would be a shame for that to 
change. 

However it’s hard to argue with the 
issue of accessibility. If there is one person 


who cannot manage the path as is, with a 
wheelchair or a stroller, then a path is nec¬ 
essary. The Town is to be commended for 
choosing limestone screening as opposed 
to pavement. 

Yes, thousands of dollars have been 
spent on consultants' reports and the Town 
has ignored them. But each of those reports 
recommended far more aggressive devel¬ 
opment than the cleanup the Town is 
undertaking—development that had resi¬ 
dents just as up in arms as they are over the 
path. No one who was paid to study the 
area suggested just leaving it as is, which 
would have been the only acceptable 
answer to most residents of the area. 

In this case, maybe we should be grate¬ 
ful those reports were ignored, that there is 
no asphalt involved in the pathway 
enhancement, and say thank you for small 
mercies.

Parents invited to speak at second meeting of review process

said, is at 42% capacity, and 
that includes students in 
the French program that is 
being phased out. 

The school is struggling 
with triple-split grades, and 
some parents have already 
decided to move their kids 
to Crossroads or other 
schools. 

Between Parliament Oak 
and Crossroads, the likely 
home of Parliament Oak 
students should the Old 
Town school close, there 
are 278 empty spaces, she 

This year there are 469 
students at Crossroads and 


126 at Parliament Oak— 
again including those in the 
French program—will be 
discussed at future meet¬ 
ings. 

Trying to get informa¬ 
tion from the board is worse 
than pulling teeth. It would 
seem that numbers for 
those entering Junior and 
Senior Kindergarten at 
Parliament Oak is impor¬ 
tant information to fully 
understand the situation, 
but I'm told those figures 
will come out in due time. 

Other questions directed 
at the board were not 
answered by press time. 

The "meat" of the first 
meeting was to customize a 
standard portion of the pro¬ 
cess, the "school valuation 
framework," which sets out 
the value of the school to 
students, and to the school 
board, community and 
local economy. 

The standard form asks 
questions that relate to all 
schools, but must be cus¬ 
tomized with input of 
review committee members 
to apply to the schools 


under review. 

The answers come from 
principals and staff. 

The documents—includ¬ 
ing the customized valua¬ 
tion framework—are avail¬ 
able on the board's websites 
for parents, who are invited 
to the Wednesday, Sept. 25 
meeting to participate. 

The valuation won't be 
completed until committee 
members have reviewed 
parents' comments at the 
Oct. 2 meeting, Mark told 
the committee. 

One of the questions at 
the first meeting, asked by 
Toby Simmonds, regarded 
the clarity of the difference 
between committee meet¬ 
ings and public meetings. 

All meetings are open to 
the public, but those that 
are designated public meet¬ 
ings are opportunities for 
the public to speak. 

However, Simmonds, on 
the review committee as the 
parent representing 
Parliament Oak's school 
council, said that distinc¬ 
tion is not clear enough- 
parents could interpret that 


to mean they can only 
attend meetings designated 
as public, she said. 

Last week's meeting 
drew only a handful of par¬ 
ents, and most left before 
the end, realizing there was 
little to be learned as com¬ 
mittee members read 
through the process of the 
review, information that 
was available in print or on 
the website.

Wallace, although he 
admitted to being hand¬ 
cuffed before—his brother 
is a police officer, he said, 


and had 'practised' on 
him. 

He was out of jail in time 
to attend Crossroads’ 
Thursday evening oppor¬ 
tunity to meet parents, he 
said, and it was a great con¬ 
versation-opener—many 
of the kids had told their 
parents about watching 
their principal being arrest¬ 
ed and carted off in a paddy 
wagon, without being too 
clear on the details. 

About 40 community 
leaders from the area were 


arrested, and more than 
$15,000 donated for bail, 
said Dominick. 

The agency, which just 
celebrated its 76th anniver¬ 
sary, serves 1,400 children, 
on a budget of $600,000. 

That revenue comes 
from personal donations, 
service clubs and special- 
event fundraisers, says 
Dominick, with the only 
government money from 
grants—there is no sustain¬ 
able government funding 
for the organization. 


“Our aim is to support 
at-risk youth, to help them 
become happier, healthier 
and more confident. We 
want them to be active, 
contributing members of 
our community. But there 
is a widening gap between 
what we want to do and 
what we can do."

United Way has impact on lives of people in NOTL

There’s a catchy little 
video on the St. Catharines 
and District United Way 
website that says it all. 

One in three people in 
the St. Catharines district, 
which includes Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, benefits from 
one or more of the 80 local 
agencies receiving United 
Way funding. 

Sean Simpson of 
Simpson's Pharmasave was 
at council Monday to 
remind NOTL residents of 
the impact of United Way 
on their community. A 
United Way board member 


for four years, he says it’s 
easy for locals to forget 
about all it accomplishes, 
because there are no visi¬ 
ble United Way-funded 
agencies in NOTL. 

But guaranteed, there 
are people in town who 
benefit from one or more 
of those agencies, he said. 

The St. Catharines dis¬ 
trict covers everything from 
NOTL to Grimsby, he says. 

“I would love to have 
more representation from 
NOTL. There is not quite 
the awarness of what 
United Way does, the agen¬ 
cies we support and the 
impact it has on NOTL." 

Any agency or charity in 
NOTL could apply for 


United Way funding, he 
says—as an example, 
Crossroads Public School 
has a breakfast program 
that is funded through the 
United Way. 

Other agencies that 
benefit NOTL residents are 
the local branch of the 
Canadian Mental Health 
Association, the MS Society 
and the CNIB. 

“They have offices in St. 
Catharines, but they defi¬ 
nitely have an impact on 
the lives of people in NOTL. 
I’ve always been drawn to 
United Way, because there 
are so many agencies look¬ 
ing for donations, agencies 
which help so many differ¬ 
ent people with different 


problems.” 

In general, people in 
NOTL are very fortunate, 
he said, “but as a commu¬ 
nity we’re only as strong as 
our weekend link.” 

By giving kids the tools 
they need, by empowering 
people and helping those 
living in poverty, "we can 
make a much stronger 
community and NOTL can 
only benefit from that.” 

Any money donated to 
United Way St. Catharines 
stays in the district. A panel 
of local volunteers evalu¬ 
ate applications and iden¬ 
tify the programs that need 
money and deliver valu¬ 
able services, he said. 

Simpson’s is one of the 


businesses in 
town that offers 
a payroll deduc¬ 
tion program to 
its employees. 

For a very little 
amount of 
administrative 
time, employees 
can ask to have 
a deduction from their pay 
donated to United Way, so 
a donation doesn't present 
a financial burden, says 
Simpson. 

"It makes it easier for 
people to give. Even if it’s 
$1 or $2 a week, it all adds 
up over the course of a 
year. No amount is too 
small.” 

With a loss of the large 


manufacturing industry in 
St. Catharines, United Way 
has to depend increasingly 
on small businesses Join¬ 
ing the payroll deduction 
program, he says. 

Last year’s goal of $3.2 
million was slightly exceed¬ 
ed, and this year’s goal is 
again $3.2 million.

Work to enhance Dock Area underway

After decades of discussion 
and thousands of dollars spent on 
consultants, work on the Dock 
Area improvement plan has 

Last April the Town settled on a 
plan to enhance the Dock Area 
and is now moving forward with 


its first phase. 

The plan was not what the last 
consultant recommended—Town 
staff instead came up with an 
alternative that satisfied council. 

Councillors agreed to a five- 
foot wide path of limestone 
screening along the waterfront— 
a surface hard enough to be acces¬ 
sible to wheelchairs but more 
natural in appearance than pave¬ 


ment, and considered more his¬ 
torically accurate. The 600-foot 
path will follow the route of the 
old train tracks from Delatre St. to 
Ball St. 

But many locals have been 
fighting a path for years, and now 
that work has begun, that part of 
the project has some residents 
fuming. 

“It just makes me sick to 


think about what they’re doing 
to that railway right-of-way. It 
is suchabeautiful, naturalpath. 
It’s perfect just the way it is," 
says Judy Maclachlan, who 
attended many public meet¬ 
ings about the Dock Area dur¬ 
ing several consultation pro¬ 
cesses.

"We spent so much 
time telling them what 
we wanted and what we 
didn’t want. But did they 
listen?” 

Many locals walk with 
their kids and dogs along 
the path, which is 
extremely hard and per¬ 
fectly accessible, she 
says. 

"I’ve never pushed a 
wheelchair on the path 


but give me a chance 
andl’msurelcould,” says 
Maclachlan. 

She’s also spoken to 
tourists who like the 
path just the way it is, 
she says. 

“Lots of tourists find 
the path and stroll along 
it. They like what they 
see, and they don’t want 
it all tarted up," she says. 
"I just don’t get it.” 

Clive Buist, the Town’s 
parks and recreation 
director, disagrees that 
the existing path is 


accessible. 

"It’s just uneven grass. 
Limestone screening is 
the minimum standard 
for accessibility. It’s pub¬ 
lic land and it should be 
accessible to everybody. 
We’re keeping it as natu¬ 
ral as we can.” 

The shoulder parking 
area along Delatre St. 
will be reduced and 
delineated with cedar 
bollards to allow for 
more green space, a bor¬ 
der of 42 seven-foot tall 
cedar trees will run along 


the fence beside the jet 
boat operation to block 
it from view, and five 
benches, possibly donat¬ 
ed as memorials, will 
face the water. 

An old retaining wall 
and two trees are being 
removed. 

The Town’s plan, at a 
cost of less than $40,000, 
was approved by coun¬ 
cillors who liked that it is 
much less invasive than 
the last consultant’s 
vision of the sensitive 


area, which included a 
three-storey building for 
commercial and residen¬ 
tial use, with small shops 
and restaurants. 

Instead, council said 
they wanted to see the 
area remain a natural, 
passive green space, 
with a path that would 
make it accessible to 
everyone. 

The Dock Area work is 
being done in phases, as 
time and money permits, 
with shoreline protec¬ 


tion one of the future 
stages. 

Much of the work will 
be done by town staff, as 
time permits, says Buist. 

The April report said 
Whirlpool Jet Boat Tours 
would be asked to clean 
up the cluttered entrance 
to the leased town dock. 

Buist says nothing has 
been finalized with the 
tour boat company yet, 
but meetings to discuss 
the issue will be held in 
November.

This summer, Creek 
Road Painters painted four 
extreme makeovers in 
Garrison Village (which 
might be construed as a 
trend).

We asked Tobi (of Tobi 
Brockway Interiors) what 
drew them to NOTL, and 
Garrison Village in particu¬ 
lar, and her suggestions for 
updating 70s-era homes. 

“After living for nine 
years in downtown Toronto, 
we were ready for a more 
serene lifestyle. NOTL has 
always been a favourite des¬ 
tination with its wineries, 
various festivals throughout 
the year, including the Shaw, 


and beautiful scenery. 

“We were looking for 
about six months for a bun¬ 
galow a 20 to 25 minute 
walk from Queen St. and 
then fell in love with our 
home as soon as we saw the 
beautifully treed ravine lot 
which backs on Two Mile 
Creek. We also feel that the 
neighbourhood reflects a 
real pride of ownership. 

"The most obvious 
update was replacing the 
carpeting on the main floor 
and basement but it wasn’t 
until the carpeting was 
removed that we found out 
we needed a new subfloor. 
There were numerous 
cracks in the walls and foun¬ 


dation due to settling that 
needed to be repaired as 
well as updating the plumb¬ 
ing and electrical to meet 
today’s codes. The original 
kitchen was galley-style so 
we removed the walls to 
create a more open layout. 

"I knew we had achieved 
a successful update when 
the movers told us that they 
thought it was a new house. 
They couldn’t believe it was 
30 years old. We know that 
everything we’ve done will 
not only provide us plea¬ 
sure for years to come but 
has improved the resale 
value of our property. 


CONSTRUCTION 


"I always recommend 
Benjamin Moore paints. For 
trim and doors, my favou¬ 
rite colour is CC-40 cloud 
white, so that’s what I used 
in my own home. I also used 
it for our upper cabinets 
and pantry in the kitchen. 
The rest of the main floor is 
in tones of grey which I’ve 
never used previously. 

"The ceilings can be eas¬ 
ily updated by skimming 
and painting the surface 
and adding pot lights.
